3. Claims 1-10, 12-25 and 27-28 are pending. Claims 1, 12, 16 are amended. All 
the pending claims are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art that are the most pertinent to the claimed invention are Nakanish 
(EP 0 903 677 A2) and Henry (U. S. Patent 5,774,058). 

Nakanish teaches a hypertext editing system performs editing without causing 
contradiction in relationship in editing a hypertext document and to edit the hyperlink 
information safely in a document in coordination with editing of the hypertext document 
associated with said link. 

Henry teaches remote access system remotely access one or more electronic 
locks from a locally placed computer. 

In regarding to independent claims 1,12 and 16, neither Nakanishi nor Henry nor 
the combined teaching of these references in combination with other prior art of record 
fails to teach or suggest providing concurrency control for a policy-based management 
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system that control resources in a distributed computing system comprising determining 
whether the controller holds a lock on the lockable resource, wherein the lock can be 
controlled by different controllers, and wherein only one controller can hold a lock on a 
resource at a given time, wherein the controller can hold locks on other policies and can 
thereby create a hierarchical locking structure between policies.
